INTEREST ON INTERGOVERNMEN - 
Be TAL WAR DEBTS. - 

‘The payment ‘of seiersitininds over 
$50,000,000 to. our: Treasury by the 
British Government yesterday .com- 
pleted the first stage of* an‘ interna- 
tional transaction which is in several 
Ways a matter of unusual: financial 
interest. An equal payment had been 
made on Oct. 15; the two transfers 
of funds ‘represent .the meeting of 
semiannual interest. on the British 
Government's war debt to the United 
States Treasury, which the Treasury's 
last ,report: stated as $4,277,000,000,- 
with a yearly interest charge at 5 
per. cent. amounting to $101,870,459. 
There is still something like $611,000, - 
000 arrears of:interest, which England 
did not pay and for payment of which 
our Government did not ask, covering 
the period from the middle of. 1919 to 
the present Autumn. In all prob- 
ability, these arrears will be. funded 
into the principal of. the . obligdtions 
by the Debt Commission. 

Resumption of interest payments on. 
this debt by the British Exchequer 
does not mean that interest payments 
will be begun on the similar indebted- 
ness of the eight -other nations to 
whom our Government advanced 
crédits during the war. It does not 
mean that the problem of the Commis- 
sioners, appointed by Congress to 
“refund or convert” the obligations 
of all these States to the United/States 
Treasury, will be simple. England 
has effected this Autumn’s transfer 
of $100,000,000 through use of vari- 
ous dccruing foreign balances, mostly 
derived *from interest on England's 
holdings of American. stocks and 
bonds, from her ship services, .from 
American capital invested in British 
securities. s 

Secretary Hoovur’s belief, expressed 
in his recent speech, was that the 
other solvent debtor States.could eas- 
ily meet the annual charge in the 
same way. This is at best doubtful 
in the.present actual situation. France 
and Italy, whose debt to our Treasury 
is the largest next to England’s—their 
combined annual interest payments at 
the 5 per cent. rate would be $229,- 
938,000—have no such accruing bal- 
ances iff foreign tra#e as England. 
Aside from thé credits arising from 
American tourist expenditures, the 
machinery for transferring such a 
sum under existing conditions is not 
evident. Neither foreign investments 
nor shipping services, nor even Amer- 
ican capital newly invested in. those 
countries, would be a large reliance 
for France or Italy. The foreign 
loans plated in so large. amount on 
our markets during the’ earlier part 
of 1922 were in small ‘part for the 
account of those two countries; “the 
borrowers were mostly the Govern- 
ments and enterprises of the European 


jneutral States and South America.

RELIEF OF TRAFFIC CONGESTION. 

At the annual dinner of the Fifth 
Avenue Association,: which has dedi- 
cated itself to solving the traffic prob- 
lem on New York's handsomest thor- 
oughfare, Police Commissioner En- 
RIGHT, speaking with the whole city 
in mind, declared that something must 
be done at once to provide more road- 
way for motor. vehicles. His traffic 
department, “he said, was “at the end 
of its rope.” The number of these 
vehicles has incr between 30 and 
88 per cent. thfs year. Who knows 
what it will be a year hence, with the 
price of runabouts and, delivery wag- 
ons going rapidly down on account of 
active competition? The number of 
pedestrians also increases; at, a rate 
not realized by the community. They 
cannot be crowded off the | streets. 
There must be more footwayfor them 
as well as» more road space for ve- 
hicles. The problem is especially dif- 
ficult on narrow Manhattan Island ; it 
is difficult enough in -the Bronx, 
Brooklyn and Queéns, because - their 
street plens were drawn long before 
the unimagined day of the automobile.

Guinea 
pigs receiving the injectién ‘on the fifth 
day developed a high fever by the sev- 
enth day, and died on the sixteenth day. 
The serym. had no effect whatever if 
administered on rabbits or guinea pigs 
on the sixth, seventh or eighth day of 
the inotibation period. 

“In the case of, man we may thus 
find a.new- serum for the impending: in- 
fections of this disease. We have cal- 
culated that. about sixteen cubic centi- 
meters of this anti-serum would be suf- 
ficient to’ prevent the development of the

Noguchi explained, is the result of the 
bite of a Soadiiok, and has been known 
in the oRckies for the last twenty-five 
years. Its fatality in Montana and 
other regions, he said, is about 70° per 
cent. Recently it has. spread eastward 
into Wyoming and the surrounding 
States, where its mortality is not. so 
hig averaging 3 or. 4 per cent.

Might Have Pupished Enemies. — 

A few sentences further on Signor 
Mussolini again gave Parliament a warn- 
ing by_saying: 

* with 300,000 youths perfectly armed 
and ready for anything, I might have 
punished the enemies of the Fascismo: I 
might have bivouacked my» troops in 
this very ‘hall, 1° might have closed 
Parliament. and ruled with a: purely 
Fascisti government. I say I might have 
done these things, but--at least for the 
present—I have not: wished to-do them:"’ 

After paying homage to the. King, 
which caused the. whole House, except 
the Socialists, to rise and upplaud,: Sig- 
nor Mussolini continued: 

“Tn Italy there is “no lack of pro- 
grams, but there is a lack of will power. 
to translate programs into action. THat 
is what we are here for.’
